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GRAINS 

The  1957-38  bread-grain  crop 

The  oast  year's  wheat  crop  in  47  countries,  not  including  China  and 
the  Soviet  Union,   totaled  3,702,476,000  "bushels,  according  to  latest  esti- 
mates received  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    This  compares  with 
3,427,675,000  "bushels  harvested  in  1936-37  and  the  average  production  during 
1925-26  to  1925-30  of  3,567,233,000  "bushels.     The  percentage  increase  in 
the  crop  of  1937-38,  as  against  that  of  1936-37,  was  greater  than  the  per- 
centage gain  in  the  total  acreage  of  the  same  countries.     (See  tah3.es  of 
wheat  and  rye  acreage  and  production  in  specified  countries,  pages  116  to 
120.)     This  would  he  more  apparent  if  an  estimate  of  the  area  harvested  in 
Argentina  were  available  to  replace  the  sown  acreage  included  in  the  1937- 
38  total. 

The  most  marked  increase  in  "both  acreage  and  production  occurred  in 
the  North  American  countries,  where  the  acreage  for  harvest  in  1937  was 
about  21  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier  and  production  24  percent 
larger,  in  spite  of  the  drought- reduced  crop  of  Canada-     The  European  coun- 
tries reported  a  total  acreage  over  3  percent  smaller  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  but  the  harvest  was  almost  5  percent  larger;   the  crop  also  was  15  per- 
cent above  the  average  for  the  period  1925-26  to  1929-30  when-'  the  area 
harvested  was  about  7  percent  smaller.     Large  crops  were  obtained  in  the 
African  countries  reporting,  where  there  was  a  total  expansion  in  acreage 
of  about  5  percent  over  that  of  1936-37.     In  Asia,  the  total  acreage  was 
reduced,  but  the  outturn  in  each  of  the  5  countries  reporting  was  larger 
than  in  the  preceding  year  and  above  average. 

In  Southern  Hemisphere  countries,  the  wheat  acreage  was  increased 
in  the  principal  producing  countries  but  was  somewhat  reduced  from  the 
preceding  year  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  Mew  Zealand.  Larger 
crops  in  Australia  and  Uruguay  did  not  offset  the  declines  in  the  other 
countries,  and.  the  total  Southern  Hemisphere  crop  was  11  percent 
smaller  than  that  of  1936-37  and  about  6  percent  less  than  the  1925-26 
to  1929-30  average. 

The  1937-38  rye  crop  of  30  countries  reporting,  China  and  the 
Soviet  Union  not  included,  totaled  893,699,000  bushels  or  about  3,000,000 
bushels  less  than  was  harvested  by  the  same  countries  in  1956-37  and  5 
percent  less  than  their  average  production  during  1925-26  to  1929-30. 
The  great  increase  in  the  North  American  crop,  about  85  percent,  did 
not  entirely  offset  the  decreases  in  the  European  and  Argentine  crops- 
The  total  1937-38  rye  acreage  of  those  countries  was  not  greatly  differ- 
ent from  that  of  the  preceding  season,  but  both  the  Argentine  and  the 
Canadian  crop  suffered  from  drought  damage,  and  the  European  total  was 
about  3  percent  smaller  than  in  1936-37. 
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rhilipxir.es  harvest  small  rice  crop 

The  1937-58  Philippine  rice  crop  is  placed  at  97  million  "bushels 
of  rough  rice,  "based  on  preliminary  information,  according  to  a  radiogram 
received  from  Owen  L.  Dawson,  agricultural  commissioner  at  Shanghai. 
It  is  "believed  that  the  final  official  estimate  of  the  1936-37  crop  will 
"be  about  110  million  "bushels.    Average  production  for  the  5-year  period 
1931-32  to  1935-36  was  slightly  more  than  105  million  "bushels. 

The  Philippines  are  normally  a  deficient  rice  area.    Prom  1931  to 
1935,  net  imports  of  cleaned  rice  averaged  approximately  20  million 
pounds.    Prior  to  this  period  net  imports  were  much  larger.  During 
recent  years  wher  good  rice,  crops  were  harvested  the  Philippines  have 
been  practically  self- sufficient .     Imports  of  rice  into  the  Philippines 
this  year  will  probably  "be  necessary  as  it  is  believed  that  the  supply 
available  from-  the  short  crop  and  the  carry-over  from  last  year  will  not 
be  adequate,  for  this  season.     The  Philippine  rice  Imports  are  largely 
obtained  from  Si  am  and  Indochina. 

COT TO ft 

Japanese  cotton  riece-~oois  exports  decline 

Japrnese  exports  of  cotton  piece  goods  showed  a  pronounced  de- 
cline in  January,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  the  Shanghai  office  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  based  on  data  received  from 
American  Consul  Kenneth  C.  Krentz  at  Osaka-    Exports  of  cotton  cloth 
in  January  totaled  162,939,000  yards,  the  smallest  monthly  figure  since 
January  1934.     In  January  1937  exports  amounted  to'  192,659,000  yards, 
while  for  the  year  1937  monthly  exports  averaged  219,075,000  yards.  This 
decline,  which  had  been  anticipated  for  some  time,  is'  a  result  of  the 
low  level  of  new  orders  daring  the  past  few  months.    Apparently  the  back- 
log of  orders  placed  last  cummer  for  future  delivery,  which  enabled  the 
industry  to  maintain  exports  at  a  high  level  through  December,  has  beer- 
sharp  ly  reduced. 

Yarn  production  for  the  month  of  January  was  maintained  near  the 
December  level,  aggregating  249,000  bales  (of  400  pounds)  of  cotton  yarn 
and  21,500  bales  of  mixed  cotton  and  staple  fiber.    The  total  is  substan- 
tially below  that  of  January  last  year  v:hen  production  amounted  to 
325,000  bales,  all  of  which  was  cotton  yarn.    Recent  regulations  require 
the  admixture  of  staple  fiber  in  yarn  to  be  used  in  making  piece  goods 
for  domestic  consumption. 

Port  and  mill  stocks  of  raw  cotton  were  at  extremely  low  levels 
at  the  end  of  January,  and  it  was  expected  that  some  mills  would  find 
it  necessary  to  curtail  operations  further,  pending  the  arrival  of  re- 
plenishments in  mid-Pebruary .     Shipments  afloat  from  India  and  the

United  States,  plus  an  anticipated  increa.se  in  shipments  from  China, 
were  ejected  to  improve  the  stock  situation  in  March.     It  is  reported 
that  a  Japanese  syndicate  is  being  organized  to  finance  exports  of 
Chinese  raw  cotton  to  Japan,  and  that  endeavors  are  being  made  to  ar- 
rive at  a  barter  arrangement  in  North  China  whereby  Japanese  piece  goods 
will  be  accepted  in  exchange  for  an  equivalent  amount  of  raw  cotton.

FRUITS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 

Seville  pickled  olive  production  1 arge  in  1937 

About  47,000  short  tons  of  olives  (Queens  and  Manzanillas)  were 
pickled  in  Spain  in  1937  compared  with  a  total  of  only  16,500^tons  in 
1936,  states  a  report  from  N.  I.  Nielsen,  agricultural  attache  at  Paris. 
The  1937  crop  is  the  largest  since  1929,  and  the  quality  is  reported  to 
be  better  than  that  of  1936.    About  half  of  the  crop  will  grade  firsts, 
30  percent  seconds,  and  20  percent  culls. 
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Imports  of  fresh  vegetables  into  the  United  Kingdom  in  1937  light 


Imports  of  fresh  vegetables  into  the  United  Kingdom  totaled  724 
short  tons  in  1937  against  S76  tons  in  1936,  as  published  in  the  Weekly 
Fruit  Intelligence  Notes,  London.     These  figures  are  substantially  below 
the  imports  in  1931  and  1932  when  they  amounted  to  1,382  tons  and  1,289 
tons,  respectively.     Of  the  724  tons  imported  in  1937,  37  percent  were 
onions,  34  percent  potatoes,  21  percent  tomatoes,  2  percent  carrots,  1 
percent  cauliflower  and  broccoli,  2  percent  salad  vegetables,  and  3  per- 
cent other  vegetables.     Imports  of  the  different  vegetables  by  countries 
of  origin  are  not  shown,  but  the  total  imports  of  fresh  vegetables  by 
countries  are  available.     The  principal  Empire  source  of  supply  is  the 
Channel  Islands.     Other  important  sources  are  the  Canary  Islands,  the 
Netherlands,  and  Spain.     Considerable  quantities  of  fresh  vegetables 
are  also  received  from  Egypt  and  France. 


The  1938  Egyptian  onion  crop,  which  Trill  begin  to  move  to  market 
in  March,  is  reported  to  be  smaller  than  in  1937,  according  to  a  report 
in  the  Weekly  Fruit  Intelligence  Notes,  London.    Production  figures  are 
not  available  for  the  last  two  crops  but  production  in  the  5-year  period, 
1931-1935,  averaged  about  5,000,000  bags  of  110  pounds  each.  Exports 
from  the  1937  crop  were  around  2,600,000  bags  against  2,343,000  in  1936 
and  an  average  of  2,850,000  bags  in  the  5-year  period,  1931-1935.  The 
outstanding  market  is  the  United  Kingdom.     Considerable  quantities  also 
go  to  Germany,  France,  and  Ita?Ly.    British  Malaya,  the  United  States, 
the  Netherlands,  Austria,  and  Belgium  also  take  fair  quantities. 


The  January  sales  of  walnut  kernels  by  Chinese  dealers  to  Tientsin 
exporters  wore  reported  to  be  2,200  bags  (of  94  pounds  each)  states  a 
cable  from  American  Consul  General  John  K.  Caldwell  at  Tientsin.  Prices 
ranged  from  32  to  35  Chinese  dollars  per  short  picul  ($8.58  to  $9.38  per 
100  pounds).     Shipments  of  kernels  abroad  during  January  were  reported  at 
4,000  cases  (of  55  pounds  each)  of  which  1,300  went  to  the  United  States 
and  the  balance  to  Canada,  Australia,  and  Hew  Zealand.    Declared  exports 
of  kernels  to  the  United  States  during  January  ware  99,000  pounds  as  com- 
pared with  almost  1,500,000  pounds  declared  for  export  during  January  1937. 

Stocks  available  in  Tientsin  are  from  districts ' near  Peiping  and 
are  estimated  at  from  7,000  to  10,000  export  cases.    No  quotations  were 
reported  on  walnuts  from  the  interior  of  China  since  it  is  impossible  to 
bring  them  to  Tientsin.     The  local  market  was  quiet  with  little  demand 
from  the  United  States,  although  trices  were  relatively  low.  Foreign 
demand  has  been  light  this  year  compared  with  a  year  ago,  and  stocks 
available  appear  sufficient  to  meet  demand  prospects.
